Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 does not 
involve an inventive step within the meaning of PCT 
Article 33(3) because a person skilled in the art 
knows that a fixed arrangement of a cylinder is 
equivalent to an oscillating one (see in particular 
the two embodiments in figures 7 and 8) . 

Dependent claims 2-10 contain no features which, 
combined with the features of any claim to which 
they refer, meet the PCT requirements for novelty 
and inventive step.
